N' TWO instances .within the last few 


weeks the efficacy of the 1irn drills 
in the public schools oC Fort Wayne 


and1 the wisdom of the law that requires 
them has been.thoroughly demonstrated, 
as both the -South Wayne .anil 
Clay 


buildings have been emptied of their 
pupils within a very few minutes and 
with no disorder or confusion. 


On oacli occasion fire bad started in 


the structure, and while in neither was 
there at any time ' grave danger, the 
prompt manner in which the children 
marched out into the streets and out of 
the- way o£ harm illustrates that there 
is.little .to fear from.fire.so far as it 
concerns injury to the pupils or loss ot 
life. 


Every precautionary measure for the 


safeguarding of human life has been 
built upon the ruins of some great holo- 
caust, and if the Collingwood disaster, 
with its awful'slaughter, had not oc- 
curred, millions of children now would 
be attending schools under the same 
perils that hung over the pupils of that 
building. 


The terrors and the anguish of the Iro 


qu'ois theater, the fearful loss of life that 
attended the burning of that Chicago 
theater, the horrors through which the 
survivors passed have all borne fruit 
and, -while the toll was something ap- 
palling, it has resulted in the enact- 
ment and enforcement of building laws 
that largely eliminated the danger of a 
repetition. 


Pupils Act Promptly. 


There was a few days ago the clang 


of the fire gong in the Lakeside normal 
school and before the sound had died out 
in 
the 
corridors 
and 
school 
rooms 


hundred children and young women in 
the training department had risen as one 
to their feet, there was a second clang 
and long lines of pupils marched witli 
measured tread into the hallways and 
out into the street and in three minutes 
there was not a soul in the structure 
with the exception of Jliss Flora Wilber. 
the principal in charge of the school, ami 
she knew there was no fire. Tt was a 
test of 1bc efficacy of the drill.*

parent who has a'little.onc in that build- 
ing can rest assured that it" there, is loss 
of life it will not be because the teach- 
ers have neglected something that would 
have proven a prevcutative. 


The fire laws of Indiana require that 


at least once/ every four weeks there 
must be a-lire drill. 
U also requires 


that these shall not be at fixed times 
and that in no case must the pupils be 
warned that one is to be held. 


The public, generally is interested in 


these drills and they are thoroughly in- 
teresting. 
For the purpose of demon- 


strating the manner of conducting drills 
photographs of the children mid normal 
school girls were taken during one of 
the exercises.

Demand Is Not Great. 


Snow is needed by the Christmas tree 


merchant, just like it is by his fellows in 
trade. Tho demand has not he'en great 
so far and the dealers are looking for 
the rush of the next three days to dis- 
pose of their stocks. 


These trees are cut in November and 


generally by careful experts who go into 
the woods and make their own selec- 
tions and do their own cuttiug. Labor U 
not scarce in the Christmas tree zone, 
but laborers are careless and generally 
get out a lot of stock that is not tit for 
the market. 


Symetry is the greatest essential and 


the "one-sided" tree lias little market 
value and are very seldom offered for 
sale, and when they are offered they oc- 
cupy the same relation as the culls and 
seconds do to other lines of trade. 


Buyers are critical and want trees that 


are just the same size all around. Fre- 
quently a tree twenty feet high is cut 
and it is found that tho lower branches 
are twisted and gnarled and that only 
six or eight feet of the top. ami some- 
times less, ia marketable. 


Speculators Own the Lands. 


Speculators 
and 
him her 
companies 


own most of the timber lands and ordi- 
narily it would seem they would he glad 
to have them cleared of the spruces 
which are not tit for sawing into lumber. 
This is not true, however, and a man 
must lie experienced before ho can get 
a contract to cut ('hrinti™.K trees. 


Alter they are cut it is necessary tn 


drag them miles to a shipping point and 
tho country is so rough tmd overgrown 
that much of this work must be done by 
hand. 
Danger arises from leaving th 


trimmed limbs in the woods, as thev be- 
come dried and furnish excellent food for 
forest tires that devastate acres and 
acres of laud. 


Few of the people who buy realize the 


labor and expense involved in obtaining 
Christmas trues and the growing scarcity. 
A man familiar with the trade said thiit 
he. wonders they are not cultivated in 
Indiana. 
He figured the production as 


very profitable and stated that if the 
Christmas tree custom is preserved this 
plan of cultivation must eventually be 
taken up. 


From Four to Five Years. 


A tree that can be sold for from fiuy 


to seventy-live rents can be grown m 
from four to five years and in the mean- 
time little attention is required. 
The 


trees are hardy and the only care they 
need is the trimming necessary to insure 
symetry.
